27.—State 
Treasurer Deal lias made public his 
full report, and, in commenting upon 
it, explains the different increased 
expenditures in tile deferent depart­ 
ments. 
In commenting upon the fact that 
only the figures were given without 
explanation, Mr. Deal states in part: 
“Perhaps on. account of my failure 
to go into more detail in my con­ 
densed statement, impressions may 
prevail which are unjust io the dif­ 
ferent departments and which will 
readily clear themselves when this 
full and complete report is read.” 
He then goes into detail and tells 
why the expenses were greater in the 
different departments. 
With refer­ 
ence to the penitentiary he empha­ 
sized the fact that there are more 
convicts than ever, and that a new- 
cell house is being erected. 
He also 
points out that the meat costs more 
because of the increase in the number 
of convicts. 
Deal’s report takes all the sting 
out of his earlier report which cre­ 
ated so much consternation among 
the state officials. 
Slate Auditor John P. Gordon has 
given out a statement in which he 
| said that he was in favor of every 
state department being examined by 
a committee of experts 
and 
their 
findings made public. 
This is another feature of the rum­ 
pus occasioned by the report of Deal, 
in which it is contended that seven­ 
teen state (fepartments have cost the 
state $257,000 more during the first 
two years of Governor Major’s ad­ 
ministration than they did under the 
last.tw o years of Governor Hadley’s 
administration. 
The auditor’s state­ 
ment follows: 
“Under the report 
of 
Mr. Deal, 
and from what some 
of the metro­ 
politan 
papers 
have 
been 
saying 
about the various offices at the state 
capitol, an 
examination 
should be 
made and it should he thorough in 
every particular. Tho people should 
brow all the facts. As far as the au­ 
ditor’s office is concerned, and since 
this report has been made a matter 
of public comment, I certainly wel­ 
come an investigation. 
I want the 
rnblic to know 
just 
what the in­ 
crease in 
operating 
expenses has 
been, and I also want the people to 
know the real 
facts 
in regard to 
members of families of the heads of 
cepartments 
being 
on 
their 
pay 
lolls. 
“During the past eight 
years the 
"ork on the warrant clerk’s desk in 
th ic department 
has 
increased 11 
per cent, and the work in the book­ 
keeping department has increased 07 
per cent. The number of clerks in 
this department has 
increased

past eight, years from nine to thir­ 
teen. Four additional clerks in eight 
y a r s have been added, an increase 
in the number of clerks 
of 44 per 
cent and the business of the office 
from 84 to 07 per cent.

“All right,’’ lie went on, “ I hear 
your voice as distinct}' as if you were 
in the other room, or in another part 
of New York.

Rev. Prigmore detailed some inter­ 
esting facts about Sedalia’s churches, 
their enrollment, valuation, cost to 
maintain, etc., which he had care­ 
fully collected . He stated there are 
twenty-one salaried ministers in this 
city, the average yearly 
salary 
of 
which is about $1,275. The aggregate 
value of the church edifices and their 
equipment he placed at $475,000, on 
which existing debt is less than $52,- 
000. 
The cost to 
maintain

church organization^, 
annually, 
was 
Placed at $54,000. 
He further stated 
that the total enrollment of families 
in all of Sedalia’s churches is almost*1 
8,700, about one-third of the whole 
population, and declared that among 
that w hole number of church enrolled 
families there had not been found one 
single absolute need or demand for 
actual charity, the conclusion being 
that religion serves to create and fos­ 
ter self-reliance and self-dependence.
